i . Fertiluer is the gardener's great problem this year. The prices 


o! it are very high. It is out of the question even to think of potash, 
which is one of the necessary fertilizer elements, for the war has 
put its price beyond reason—in fact there il little potash to be had 
at any price. 


, But there is one commodity which exists in considerable quanti- 


ties in eVery city, and that is sianure, the best of all fertilizers. The 
owners of coal, ice and lumber comptuiies, and ot delivery concerns, 
who emrlioy many horses und thus have much manure to dispose of, 
usually del) it at a gpod pi ice. 


Thelhuman food need is so great this year, however, that quan- 


tities of this manure should go to those cultivating back yard and 
vacant lot gardens. The man who can provide free manure to gar- 
deners who cannot afford to buy it, will be a real public benefactor. 


Another necessary item foi the new gardener is lime. Particu- 


larly in vacant lots in which the ground has not been stirred in years, 
the soil is apt ;o be acid. If It is sour and acid soil which the novice 
gardener undertakes to cultivate, he will be disappointed S\lth re- 
sults. 


Fortunately the liming of garden soil is not an expensive propo- 


sition. A pound of lime only costs a penny or'so m bulk quantities, 
and a pound of it will sweeten 30 square feet of ground. 


Plants are like animals in that you must feed them -.f they are 


to thrive. There is a certain amount of plant food In soil, but ad- 
ditional plant, fertiliser—put into the ground will pioduce greater 
crops. 


Jn this connection there is an economical and an extravagant 


way ot using Jertilizer, particularly manure. 
If you scatter manure 


broadcast over your garden before spading it, that is wasteful. 
The 


better way is to ppade the Llanure onlj into the plant rows. The 
fertilizer between the rows is largely wasted. 


Kvery gardener shouid know of the store of fertilizer which lie 


can get by the expenditure of a little effort. This fertilizer is called 
humus, and U consists of rottmg vegetable matter in the soil. 


Thus in spurting up a gaiden al! of tho sod. dned grass and stalks 


of plants should be spaded in. This process not only restoies lo the 
soil the actual flam food which Is in th-.s vegetable mattei. but it 
makes the soil more friable mid easier for the plant roots to pene- 
trate it, and It doe.1! more—It actually ac's aa a pioducer of nitrogen 
from tbe a.r. 
Nitrogen is one of the most valuable and most ex- 


pensive of fertilizer elements. 


In the rotting humus billions of microscopic liactena -germs-- 


come to IHe. Each tiny organism breathes of the air that filters down 
Lirough the soil and fixes an infinitesimal amount of the air's nitro- 
gen in its body in Huch form that tlip plant root can feed upnn it.
